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Kynance Cove. A small bay, oval in form, 
shut in toward the land by high cliffs, while on 
the seaward side a broad stretch of sand is suc¬ 
ceeded by tall detached rocks of most fantastic 
shapes. These are of darkest serpentine with 
streaks and spots of red, green and white polished 
by the tide, and the effect when the sun shines 
is extremely beautiful. The Lizard is the most 
southerly point of England and usually the first 
land sighted by ships coming up the Channel. A 
reef running out from the Point makes the passage 
past the Lizard exceptionally dangerous. The cliff 
scenery is grand and romantic. 
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
